7'o this end the Farm Bureau-Federations of Massachusetts 


Vermont and this slate -got together last week to consider the 
subject, which'has been before Congress'for some lime, but 
lor some reason action'is being delayed. A bill has -gone 
Hirough the House by a big majority, but (here is delay in Ihe 
Senate and the farmers want to know .what it means. At the 
meeting last week of the federations mentioned Dr. A. VV. Gil- 
bert, Massachusetts commissioner, of .agriculture was asked 
io attend a hearing in Washington and urge the immediate 
passage of the bill. The farmers suspect thai the "oiled milk" 
men are working against the measure. Whether (his is so or

until relief is secured. Farm bureaus all over the country are 


f. interested and active in the matter, and if they stand by "their 


guns they are sure to win, for when consumers come to under- 
stand the facts they will be as insistent on'receiving pure.milk 
as-the farmers are that the deception shall cease. 
It may be 


that "oiled milk" is not unwholesome. 
If so, and its'sale is'to 


be permiUed, there .should be legislation providing that the 
substitute shall be known for what it is,.as is the case in (he 
matter of butter substitutes.. These are freely sold, but under 
regulations which enable 'users (o know what they are getting 
and similar, regulations should'apply Io milk, now that a way 
lias been found to lake flit? butter substance out of it and re- 
place il with vegetable oils!.

right, not only Io (hem, but to the consumers of their products 
If tampered milk is to be sold it should be sold for what it is 
just as butter substitutes have to be sold for what they are.
